A report has gained circulation 
through the pre’s that “a barber-shop 
conducted entirely by young women,” 
should have been opened in this city 
several weeks ago.

It is cer- 
tain, however, that could he realize the 
mischief it has produced he would do 
heavy penance and make abstaining 
vows for the future. tf 
At the blush it does not appear rea- 

sonable that objection should be made 

to young women taking up the calling 
in question, Why should they not be- 

come barbers if they choose? Is there 

anything unwomanly in the offices of 
the calling? There are mothers and 

wives daily “shingling” and “shearing”’ 

the locks of their male relatives. A wife 
has been known to neatly “lather and 
shave” the face of her nervous or 
awkward husband, after that strong 
individual had gashed himself a time 
or two and throwing the razor 
from him, sat down in dis- 
gust and half-scraped soap-froth. 
We have known a tasty sweetheart to 
send from the parlor for her brush and 
comb and “primp” up her beau before 
taking his arm for the theatre or ball- 
room. Why, then, should we make a 
distincticn between a laboring-girl’s re- 
spectability because she might choose 
to officiate behirid a barber-chair rather 
than curve her spine and compress her 
lungs over a sewing-machine? Ifa 
woman may, as they do and without 
invidivus remarks, fit “kids’’ to a gen- 
tleman’s hand over the counter of a 
glove-shop, why may she not be equal- 
ly let alone when she smootbes and 
trims into shape his long and mat- 
ted locks or mows off the superfluity of 
his beard ? We hardly expecta sati:- 
factory answer tothe conundrum. 

Shall we be asked: “Why ?” Because 
we imagine that nearly every fair one 
who promenades the streets has an ex- 
pression of unies: upon her counte- 
nance and is looking out the location of 
that *“‘barber-shop conducted entirely 
by young women. ‘They seem to have 
an idea that somewhere in this big citv 
that “center of attraction” exists and 
that it must be “a horrid place.” Their 
failure to find it only increases the 
anxiety for its discovery. 

The unsuspecting man who stepped 
into the news-stall and bought a paper 
for fireside reading has been the vic- 
tim of cruel suspicions. Somewhere 
in the mottled columns, like a snake 
in the grass, that dangerous little para- 
graph was lurking. Of course he over- 
looked it, but his wife,a more system- 
atic reader than he, found it! Then 
she read no farther. She laid the paper 
aside and thought silently a longtime. 
She tried to remember certain things— 
when her husband had his hair cut the 
last time,when he came home with 
fresh shaven cheeks or chin the last 
time, and whether “she had recently 
scented a strange variety of hair-oil 
lingering about his poll. Whatever 
were the fruits of these recollections, 
she got up, quietly put the paper out 
of his way and resolved to “keep an 
eye on him.” 

Now, if he says his hair needs trim- 
ming she iiforms him ofa fact that he 
had probably forgotten—there are a 
pair of shears and an able-bodied wo- 
man, who is not blind, in the house! 
If he rasps the stubble on his chin and 
seems to suggest “a shave,” she, with 
some asperity, gives vent to the remark 
that it would be economy for him to 
buy a razor and lather- mug, as 
his shaving costs more than her shoes! 
Sweethearts have suddenly taken on 
the curiosity of the children in “Rip 
Van Winkle” and put a crucial test to 
their beaux by asking the natty youths: 
“Who’s your barber?” Indeed, the 
day seems to have come when theonly 
safe and unsuspicioned man is that one 
whose beard resembles a discarded mop 
head and whose hair isa hirsute wil- 
derness. 

But, “let us have peace!” There is 
no “barber shop conducted entirely by 
young women” in this city. Weknow 
of nothing which should have given 
rise to this silly report. The newsy 
chap who gave it shape has probably 
retired from public yiew until the cloud 
passes. We proclaim peace to the 
household, happiness to female hearts 
and liberty to be shaved, shampooned 
and sheared to their content to all man- 
kind in this vicinity! 
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A SOUTHERN RIGHT. 


It is beyond the need of argument 
that the radical party has very lit 
tle respect for “southern rights”’ or 
any other rights except such as might 
makes. There isone “southern right,” 
however, which they ought to respect 
and to which we call their attention. 
It is one founded in justice to friends 
and needed allies and one the neglect 
of which is causing their party to suf- 
ferin the south. When the attention 
of the leaders is called to it, perhaps 
they will recognize the right, but we 
fear not. 

The matter took ephemeral shape in 
the recent radical state convention, 
held in this city, when a yellow and 
peg-heaaed appendage of the Savannah 
custom house offered a resolution to 
instruct the delegates to the Cincin- 
nati convention to present and urge 
the name of Hon. Amos T. Akerman, 
of Georgia, for the nomination to the 
vice-presidency. Mr. Akerman de. 
clined and the resolution was strangled 
in its infancy, but we are free to say 
that the negro mover had a right idea 
of the kind of recognition due from the 
party te the southern republican vote- 
If we consider the claims of this vote 
to such recognition we shall find them 
of no mean character. It has been an 
exceedingly certain and faithful vote to 
the party. It has gone to its greatest 
lengths in support of whatever and 
whoever was put upin the canvass. In 
1868 it gave the popular. vote of six 
southern states, viz: Alabama, Arkan- 
sas, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Tennessee and West Virginia to Grant. 
(We do not count Missouri in our esti- 
mate, nor in this the four states whose 
votes were not recorded). In 1872 the 
same following gave to Grant the popu- 
lar vote of nine southern states,viz: Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Florida, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, North Carolina, South Oar- 
olina, Virginia and West Virginia,’ [f 
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do not give the popular vote of one 
southern state to their party they still 
deserve to have recognition for the 
above services. Their failures here are 
not to be charged to them but to the 
wretched policy of the party to whose 
life and ascendancy they have contri- 


buted so signally. 

What havethey hadin return thus 
far? They have had husks that the 
hogs would have rejected. The federal 
offices have been distributed in une- 
qual proportion between white carpet- 
bag adventurers from the north and 
the tricky leaders of native breed. The 
benefits of republican administration 
have gone to the very few and too often 
least deserving. State governments 
have been kept up by bayonet power, 
administered by corrupt persons who 
plundered friend and foe alike, and in 
the hour of danger fled to safe retreats 
with their spoils. Laws have been 
passed which promised many golden 
blessings to the negroes, but they were 
laws which notoriously could not find 
enforcement. And thus the negro has 
been cheated and scared into submis- 
sion, all upon the plea that “the rebels” 
would “re-enslave” him if he quitted 
the party. 

Hence, we like the proposition of the 
copper-skinned man from Savannah. 
The southern republican vote, 
in all justice to them, 
if we are to have another 
radical administration, have a right to 
demand the vice president and one who 
willenforce their claims to “a fair di- 
vide ’of the spoils of the victory. 

THE GREAT UN-NAMED. 


The press and the. politicians are 
busy with speculations as to “who the 
south is for” in the coming presidential 
canvass, on the democratic side. These 
speculations are very nearly as unnec- 
essary as they are unreliable. There is 
really no union of sentiment among 
southern democrats as to who “‘the 
man’ should be to receive the nomina- 
tion at St. Louis. Instead, there is a 
great variety of honest preference which 
stops short of controversy and has the 
charm of being for the best and most 
admirable men of the party. There is 
no antagonism to any one of the hor- 
ored names presented, from which to 
make a choice, and we are glad to tes- 
tify to the gratifying fact. 

The question which gives rise to the 
speculations alluded to above is easily 
answered, and we cannot see why not 
in an eminently satisfactory manner. 
Tae south is for “‘the great unnamed” 
whose claims shall seem paramount in 
the judgment of the assembled wisdom 
of the party at St. Louis next month. 
When he shall no longer be “the great 
unnamed” and the wires shall have 
flashed the letters of his name to us the 
s)uth is for him until the electoral vote 
ij cast and counted. In this determi- 
nation the south must not be charged 
with blind acquiesence in a policy of 
expediency. She is entitled to the 
credit of acting from purest principles. 

The south is democratic in her faith 
and that faith is the result of a convic- 
tion that the principles of democracy 
are the heart-strings of liberty in this 
country. Knowing that the success of 
those principles is her only hope for 
justice in the future, her only safety 
from a continuation of the wrongs, the 
burdens and the tyrannies of a radical 
despotism, her ouly promise of equal 
and exact justice at the hands of gov- 
ernment, she will labor to make those 
principles the policy of the government 
and to electa president who will give 
the people of the union the full meas- 
ure of blessings it was designed to con:

Businessin the Methodi t Conventien 
—Meeting of the Southern Baptist 
Cornvenation—The American 
Bible Society, ete 


Telegram to the Constitution. 


Ba.Timorg, May 11.—The general con- 
ference met. Bishop Haven presided. 
_E. O. Haven, of New York, submitted 
a report from the committee to: which 
was referred the bishops’ pastoral ad- 
dress. The report approved the ad- 
dress, and recommended that it be read 
in the churches on Sunday, July 2 Or- 
dered 10 be printed in the Daily Chris- 
tian Advocate. 

C. O. Fisher, of Georgia, presented a 
memorial signed by a large number of 
colored ministers setting forth that 
there were 180,000 members of the M. 
E. church who were of African descent, 
and asking that a bishop o1 that race 
be elected. 

J.C. Hartsell, of Louisiana, submit- 
ted the following memorial against 
separating the annual conferences on 
color line, signed by about four-hun- 
dred persons of Louisiana. 

Whereas, some conterences and 
brethren are advocating the organiza- 
tion of white conferences and colored 
conferences, and the recognition there- 
by of the distinction ot color, and with 
it, @ause prejudices in the Kingdem of 
God; and, 

Whereas, we have hitherto, since 
the advent of freedom to the colored 
race, moved together as brethren, in 
the bonds of christian fellowship, and 
in a happy self-sacrificing toil fur the 
Mas‘er, and, 

Whereas, our labors in this spirit of 
union have been acknowledged and 
blessed of the Lord, until we have 
grown from a small plant in a vigorous 
and fruitful vine, and if the present 
happy order is left undisturbed, we 
may hope for yet greater blessings and 
prosperity ; and, 

Whereas, we see no good and suffi- 
cient reasonsfor the proposed separa- 
tion, and we do not think that any of 
our colored membership desire such a 
separation. ‘Therefore we wish it un- 
derstood that the proposed separation 
of the races in conference rela'ions is 
in our judgment unwise,and we hereby 
pray your honorable bedy not to ap- 
proye or adopt, or in any way recog- 
nize such separate conferences on the 
line ot color; but on the other hand to 
strengthen the bonds that now hold to- 
gether the children of God, and the la- 
borers in this vineyarJ. Referred tothe 
committee on the state of the church. 

G B- Joycelyn, of Michigan, 
presented a memorial from 
the Michigan conference, praying 
for an amendment of the discipline to 
forbid ministers marrying persons di- 
vorced for causes other than adultery; 
also, praying for the enactment of a 
rule prohibiting m: mbers of the church 
from allowing dancing in their houses, 
The memorial was referred to the com- 
mittee on revivals. 

RicuMonpD, May 10.-The Sonthern Bap- 
tist convention met here to-day. Dr. J. 
P. Boyce of Kentucky,presiding. Drs. O« 
F. Gregory of South Carolina, and C. C, 

Billing of Richmond were chosen secre- 
taries. After the preliminary routine of 
business, Dr. Boyce was re-elected 
president. 

The following vice presidents were 
chosen: Rev. P. H. Mell of Georgia, Dr. 
J.L. M. Curry of Richmond, L. Land- 
rum of Tennessee and Hiram Woods 
of Maryland. 

Dr. Sampson of New York, was intro- 
duced and addressed the convention, 
explaining the difference between a 
revival and reformation. He said 
Moody was a reformer, and spoke in 
high terms of the celebrated layman 
Dr. Lerrimer of Boston, was also intro- 
duced and made some interesting re- 
marks.
